We learn that Mr Edwards the summer 
past tanned 20 ex hides at the tan-yard 
ef Mr. Foster Morss, of Windham, in this 
county. in this process, which is by ap- 
plying the tanning ingredients to the hide 
li a manner wholly new ; the hides thus 
tanaed were in the bark precisely three 
months. the soal leather produced weighed 
17 lbs per hide; it is well tanned and pro- 
nounced by judges of the article, to be 
much superior in quality to that which 
is tanned in the common manner. 

The advantages of the improvement are, 
that four stocks in succession may be taa-. 
ned in the same period, and withthe same 
capital, necessary to tap one in the usual 
precess. The hides (imported ones) 
gained 33 1-2 per cent beyond the com- 
mon gain, and is incontestible evidente of 
the superior ity of the leather —One ha'f 
of the labour and a considerable portion 
of the bark usually required is in this pro- 
cess saved. Economy in time, capital, 
labor and bark,in manufacturing an arti- 
cle of the first necessity, at the same time 
improving the qualify, forms a combina- 
tion of advantages, interesting to the whole 
community; and we hope the inventer 
may reap the reward of his ingenuity and 
perseverance. We learn the plan i is per- 
fectly simple, and may be applied toa

Jnly 26.—In the evening the Cutwal of the place, and several others, 
rame to the Serai; and, pointing tome, said one te another, “ See ! that 
she!’ And thus companies, from time to time, came and went ; and, 
although I greatly desired to engagé them in conversation, not one would 
couie near me. 

July 27.—Arrived at Nalgunge. In the way, Custom was several times’ 
demanded, so that I was much annoyéd. The people who pereey | us to 
demand taxes, saying, “ This must he some great Arabian Merchant ; this 
eart is full of shawls ;’ I toldthem I was travelling with such a Sahib, and 
that he was coming behind. ‘Then they begged I would give them some- 
thing mthé way of a present. IL never saw such people in all my life. 

July 28.—Mayut Messee went on before, and gave notice of my ap- 
proach. ‘Thirty persons, friends and acquaintances, came out, to meet me. 
Among them, wy Father and two new brothers-in- law, aiid my brother Jo- 
seph, seeing me, embraced me and rejoiced greatly. After arriving at my 
father’s house, the sinful writer read the 9th chapter of the Acts, and ex- 
plained it according as the Holy Spirit gave assistatice, and joined in pray- 
er. About sixty wen and women were céllected, and all heard with at- 
tention, and appéared pleased : and ny Mother and Sister expressed them- 
selves thus :—Praise to Jesus Christ, that we, who were separate, are a- 
gain brought together. We are his yr iful servants. How shall he not 
vouchsafe his grace unto us!” And my Father, his eyes streaming with 
tears, said—* O Lord Jésus Christ, I, a sinner, cannot praise thee as thou 
art worthy, and now , through the éladness ih iou hast shewn me, half my 
iliness Is re:neved 5 and now lam persuaded that thou wilt restore me to 
health also, and deliver wie fromthe hands of all my enemies.” After 
this, L and Mayut Messee sung that Hyun beginning—

July 29.—Tn the morning «ll my relations, male and female, having set 
their several households in order, collected for worship. | read the 14th 
of St. John, | in Which are recorded the glad tidings of the Holy Spirit’s 
coming. My servant and Anna sung the liymn beginning, « Jesus , my 
dear Lord, forget me not.“—-My Father and ‘Mother were ereatly taken 
with this Hyum 3 and neighbors and friends collected in such numbers, 
that there was no room left. After worship Ltook my brother, and went 
in Quest of a larger house, which we met with within the precincts of the 
Baitis: | Resident, and there took up our abode. My relations caine to me 
there ; and great numbers of poor, and blind, and lame come daily for 
cuarity 2 an A those who were my Mahometan friends also come to dispute; 
io whom answer as the Holy Spirit enables me. “Phe questions which 
they ash, withiny auswers, . write ina book, which, on my return, I will 
shew. Pray for me, that the Lord Jesus Christ and the grace ef the 
Holy Spirit may Le with me. 

Yuu. ‘it 30 
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July 30.— While I was at worship in the morning with my relations, my 
servant gave notice that many people were coming to visit me. 1 desired 
they might wait without; whieh they did, and began to ask of the servant 
what we were doing, who told them’ we were at worship. On my com- 
ing out they embraced me with much affection, and said, ** Many forbade 
us to visit you; but, on account of our former frien: Aship, we were deter- 

mined to come and see you.” Lanswered, “ While 1 was ignorant of the 
true God, I had not a regard for you all: "and now that I have embraced 
the Tr uth, it is incumbent on me to love you all ; and,through God’s grace, 
you believe in what you have read and been taught ; and, doubtless, when 
you hear and learn further, you will gladly embrace it.” One of them 
said, “ Ifthat which we hear be worthy of acceptation.” IL answered, 
“You say right. So long as a person cannot obtain suilicient and reason- 
able proof, what wise man would embrace a new system?” Onthis he 
said, “* What kind of proof have you of the truth of your religion?” I 
replied, “One proof of the truth of our religion is that we view God 
both as just and merciful.’ On this another said, “ What! in ovr reli- 
gion, are net God’s justice and mercy both established?” I answered, 
** Now you have allso favored me , unworthy, as to come from a distance to 
my house, I do not wish to say any thing thatshould be cause of displeas- 
ure to you—If you will not take it ill, and will judge candidly, I will cer- 
tainly point out thisto you.” They all said, ‘ We will not be offended : 
say on.” I[replied, “ From your Koran and Huddees is it plain that God 
has said all Hi break his commandments shall go to hell? Now please 
to shew whetlier , by any one, the service of God has been or is performed 
as it ought.” One said, Only by Mahomet: it has been pertormed by 
no one else.” I observed, “ Mahomet himself acknowledged, ‘ L have 
not served as I ought ;’ so that here also arises a doubt respecting your re- 
ligion. ‘The saying of the Gospel is thus confirmed, That no one is blame- 
less before God ; and, since God is true, and has declared that the wicked 
shall be turned into hell, if he casts them not into hell it wiil be contrary 
to his Justice : and if he casts them in, where is his Mercy ?+ Onur faith 
and religion is such, that both the Justice and mercy of God are establish- 
ed.” One ot them inguired, “ Well: in your religion, how are Justice 
and Mercy both established?” I answeied ; From the Law and the Gos- 
pel it is clear, that no man has walked accordingto the whoie will of God, 
and that all the world before God are guilty and conderaned. Put God 
who is merciful, on account of his Justice, laid all the sins of sinners up- 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, that his Justice and mercy might beth be visible 
to his creatures.” From morning till evening such discourse continued 
with one or other. God grant that his word may take root in these peo- 

les’ hearts ! Amen. PHL HK Ke 

This is the close of Abdool’s record of his Journey as it bas reached us; 
more 1s promised hereafter. He returned to Agraonthe Llihot August. 
The joy of the native brethren was very great on his arrival. His father, 
and five other members of his family, accon: pamed him, with several oth- 
ers ; among them an aged Molwee, who appeared inuch in earnest in his 
inquiries alter truth. 


Mr. Corrie has added a few circumstances which took place before his de- 
parture hom Agra. 

Baptised one oi t! . two who accompanied Molwee Munsoor to this place. 
—iie is a native of Lucknow, where he had known Abaool S.essee, and 
Was extieuie! jy sus pe be th ais d ay all fied Oy} meeting with ; Lids nere. bie has 
proved himselt Ve.y Gi siliievesled, and has withatobd yory lusinualluig at- 
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be ‘ 
tempts to divert him from his purpose of embracing the Gospel.—His 
name was Hyder Ali, but latterly he begged not to be called by that name, 
It alarmea him, he said, to hear it, by reminding him of his former erro- 
neous dependance on a talse prophet, andthe danger his soul was exposed 
to thereby. His Christian name is Hyder Messee. 

Du ing this month an intelligent Native Christian, formerly of the Ro- 
mau Catholic Persuasion, and who had been detained a prisoner eight 
years hy the Rajah of Bhurtpore, bas been sent as Moonshee to a friend 
ataneighboring station, where he is employed every morning in conducte 
ing worship in Hindoostanee, and they have acongregation on Sundays of 
about 20 Native Christians. 

The Hukeem, Talib Messee Khan, is gone in asimilar capacity to an- 
other station, and similar methods are pursuing for the benefit of the Na- 
tive Ciristians around ‘him. Besides which he is daily engaged mm couver- 
gations and arguments with other natives, on the subject of religion. Mr. 
Bowley is aiso arrived from Meerut, to undertake,. with Abdool Messee, 
the superintendance of the mission in this place.. 

A young woman, about twenty years ef age, was baptised. She was 
bronght up in the house of John Baptist, one of Scindia’s. Generals ; and 
has been instructed in the principles of the Gospel. 

Aug. Ll, [814.—Mr. Bowley visitedthe farm. <A great number of the 
Villagers attended while be vead and explained the Parable of the Sower. 
Several of them expressed their wish to hear more of Christianity. 

Aug. 7.—Baptised a Hindoo native of Bundlecund, by the name of 
John. He is very intelligent, and quickly understood the distinguishing 
truths of the Gospel ; and ofien expressed, inthe most lively manner, his 
surprise and gratification on their being pointed out tohim. Once, on his 
saying, that, when he first thought of embracing Christianity, a load seem- 
ed to press on his mind,—he knew not what would betold bim, or what sa- 
crifices he might be requived to make.—Matthew Lith and 22d were read 
to lam, which occasioned very lively joy. Another time,.on his observing 
that he knew not how it was, wat his mind felt always refreshed and 
strengthened by reading the Seriptures, Romans L0th was pointed out to 
him; whereupon he said, “ Doubtless this is the word of God! O these 
hooks,” meaning the Hindoo ones, “ contain a great many stories, &c. but 
nothing that concern us individually, Whereas these are applicable to our 
present circumstances.” 

Aug. 14.—Baptised a youth who is servant to Lieut. ° 

Aug. 16.—Baptised a servant of Capt. ’s, who has come twelve days’ 
journey expressly fer the purpose. He is unacquainted with letters, but 
possesses a livelysaud ardent wind. For many months past, he has endur- 
ed much trial from his family and friends. On one occasion, his bed on 
which he was sleeping and his house were set on fire. On another, he was 
taken befere the conuanding ofiicer, who asked him why he created such 

disturbances in his family: he answered, that, while he frequented fairs 
drank to excess, gambled & committed mach sin, they found no fault with 
hin; bat, now that he had forsaken such practices, they had brought him 
there as an offender. The Col. turned to his relatives, and asked what 
they could answer; and asthey had no pretence for denying what was taid, 
he dismissed him. Another tune the Kazee of a neigiiboring town came 
attended by 120 Malometans, te reclaim him :the Kazee began with ask- 
ing what he had seen in Christianity, that he shouid expose himself to such 
disgrace, adding a variety of degrading names: he answered. “ frue} 
am indeed worthy of all the names which you have applied to me : but, in 
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the @ospel, I see nothing but humility and love ; and you know, neithérin we oo 
worldly affairs nor in religion does God approve of violence and the sword. . 
This reply confused the Kazee not a littie ; and, after some further discuss 
sion, the assemb!y broke up in disorder.

Refreshing, after an absence of a year, are the countenances of friends, 
and the greetings of brotherly affection; but still more refreshing are the 
grateful recollections of heaventy good will towards him, and the hvely 
anticipations of promised mercy, fulfi'led unto. all the famiges of the earth, R 
most intimately associated with this conscerated anniversary. These are | 
indeed lilee the ‘‘ dew of Herinan, as the dew that descended upon the moun- 
tains of Zion, where the, Lord commanded the blessing, even life for ever- 
more.” May He graciously command his blessing on this meeting, and on all 
our deliberations, and measures, for the advancement of his glory, and the: 
salvation of men. 3 
Our last Annual Report brought dewn the history of our Eastern Mis- a 
sion just to the close of the year 1814. At that period, our missionaries 
were ina good degree tranquilized in the persuasion, that they would be 
suffered, without further molestation, to remain at Bombay. Of this how- 
ever, they had no assurance ; and the state of precarious sufferance im 
which they were held, was attended with very considerable inconveniences. 
But our last communications from them, bearing date Nov. 29, 1815, 
give us the gratifying intelligence, that they have been released from their 
embarrassments. ‘ His Excellency Sir Evan Nepean,” thay say, “ has 
just persenally communicated to us the result of our concerns with gov- 4) 
ernment. After briefly recapitulating what had taken place, he said that 
the whole business had been represented to the Court of Directors, and 
that they in reply had stated, that the communications from the Bombay 
government concerning us were such as led them to think our object was a 
simply the promotion of religion ; and that therefore he (Sir Evan) was at 
liberty to allow us to remain if he chose, and that they should acquiesce in 
such a decision.” His Excellency added, “ Ican. now assure youthat you 
have my entire permission to remain here, so long as you conduet yoursel- 
ves 1n a manner agreeable to your office. I shail feel no difficulty in al-. 
lowing you to go toany part of this Presidency ; and I heartily wish you 
success in your work. He repeated his expressions of coniidence in us, his Ja} 
belief that we were deing good, and his attachment te the object. In re- 
plying on our part, it was said, that we were greatly obliged to, his Excel- 
Jency for the kindness which he had shewn us, the interest. be had taken in

—1t is no small satisfaction 
to hear the testimoay of the worthy Goyernor, whese unrestrained pro- 
4) tection and favor our missionaries now enjoy, that “he believes they are 
doing good.” Their communications to us, indeed, are replete with evi- 
dence, that they have entered upon their work with deep and sound reilec- 
tion, and proceeded with firm and vigorous purpose, with enlarged and 
rae enlightened views and with very laudable industry andproficiency. ‘ We 
hi lave already,’ they say, in a letter of Sept. last, “ We have already toid 
you that we have made so much proficiency in the Mahratta language as to 
he able to commence our great work of preaching the gospel to the heath- 
en.

in a paper whichthey have sent us, entitled Remarks on Eastern Trans- 
lations, the brethren say: * It would seem to be a self-evident principle, 
that no person can translate correctly into any language which he does not 
understand as well, or nearly as well, as his mother tongue ; and it seems 
to be no less evident, that no person can understand a foreign language aa 
well, or nearly as well, as his mother tongue, without residing a rjgnber of 
years in the country, where that language is vernacular, and conversing 
habitually with all kinds of people who speak the language.” = From that 
paper at large, and from their other conimunications, relating to translatious 
our missionaries appear to your commitiee to possess views of this mo- 
mentous subject, in an eminent degree enlightened, correct and important, 
and worthy of the confidence of this Board and of the Christian public. 
‘They have a deep impression, that although a translation of the Scrip- 
tures might be made in a few months to answera merely temporary pur- 
pose; yet atranslation intended for permanent use, and to convey to a 
whole nation the entire Word of Life, correctly, fully, and intelligibly, must 
be a work of time, of labor, and of care. Under this impression they have 
resolved, with submission to this Board, not to proceed at once toa trans- 
Jation and publication of the Scriptures at large ;but to take select por- 
tions, of primary importance, and, as svon as conveniently they can, to put 
them into circulation among the people. This plan, as suggested in one 
of the quotations already made from their letters, will afford the best op- 
poitunities. and advantages for revision and emendation, and for producing 
at last a good version of the whole Sacred Volume.—At the same time it 
enabtes tliem to proceed with the least possible delay, not only in preaching 
but in distributing also the written Word ; in portions indeed, but as fast 
and in such order and manner, as may be requisite at first for the best 
eifect. 

In this plan, of which your committee have expressed to the missiona- 
ries their decided ap; robatien, considerable advance has been made. One 
of the Evangelists entire,a Harmony of all the Evangelists, and other 
select portious of the Scriptures have been translated ; and some of these 
portions, tegether witha short Catechism, and some ather sinall tracis, are 
circulated in manuscript copies among tlie people. And the brethren ex- 
press a strong desire of having it in their power to comience printing, 
that copies may be multiplied with greater facility and less expence. Your 
committee liave therefore judged it important, that the primting press which 
has been offered for the service, by an individual of distinguished liberal- 
ity, should be held in readiness to be sent out to Bombay by the earliest 
Opportunity ; andin letters both to Bombay and Ceylon it has been expres- 
sed as the particular desire of the committee, that eur missionary, Mr. 
Bardwell, who before leaving this country made hinself acquainted with 
the printing business, should as soon as possible join the brethren at Bom- 
bay, and be ready to take charge of the printing establishment. A remit- 
tance also of one thousand dollars has been forwarded for the express pur- 

se of promoting these translations, publications and distributions. 

Besides wiiat they have Jone in acquiring the language of the country, 
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in making translations, in distributing portions of the Scriptures and other 
tracts, and in their great and daily business of preaching to the people 
asthey have opportunity, and conversing with them from house to houte 
pur missionaries have been particularly and earnestly engaged for the ed- 
ucation of the youtlnand children, many thousands of whom they see a- 
round them in the mest deplorable ignorance, corruption and wretched- 
ness. Severa! miserable orphans and outcasts they have taken into their 
own family to “bring un in the nurture and admonition of the Lord.” and 
they have established a scliool, which, at their last dates, was in a flozrish- 
ing state and promised great utility. For the instruction of European and 
ha!f-cast children they reccive a compensation which helps to lighten, in 
some degres, the exnenses of the establishment. But their great concern 
is for the heathen children-of heathen parents ; and for the instruction of 
these no compensation is to be expected. The schools must be free, and 
he supported chiefly, if not wholly, at the expense of the mission. It is 
estimated, indeed, that the total expense of a schoo!, consisting of fifty chil- 
den, need not exceed 150 dollars a year. ‘this is comparatively a light 
expense. But the field is immensely wide, the numbers of heathen chil- 
dven are vast!y great 3 and it must be the ardent desire of Christian bene- 
volence to extend the benefits of education to as many as possible, and for 
that purpose, to enlarge and multiply schools to the utmost extent of the 
means which can be ebtained for supporting them. Our missionaries have 
felt, and expressed their jeelings, very strongly on this subject ; have deep- 
ly lamented the restraint and embarassment which they have experienced 
fom the seantiness of their funds ; and have p!eaded with pathetic earnest- 
ness for the support of means, more commensurate with the amplitude of 
their benevolent wishes, and the extent of their well concerted plans.

To hear children, who, but a few 
months ago, could scarcely spell a syllable, now reading the Scriptures 
with tolerable fluency—to hear others repeat from memory sevaral chap - 
ters inthe Testament, and a number of Divine Son: xs —and others answer- 
ing, with promptitac de and accur acy, the questions proposed to them from

FEMALE DEPARTMENT. 


It affords your Committee peculiar pleasure to bear testimony to the 
zeal and ability dispiayed by the Committee of the Ladies’ Auxiiary So- 
elety of the Met ropelis, in conducting this department. The grateful 
acknowledgments of your Committee are also due to the Ladies’ Societies 
threnghout the kingdom, for the distinguished liberality with which they 
have aided the cause of the House of Isreal. 

Your Committee will new call your attention to some passages in ttre 
Second Report of the Ladies’ Auxiliary Society of the Metropolis. 

“In promotion of the object for which the London Ladies’ Auxiliary So- 
elety was institnted, it bas been thought expedient that the last Anniversary 
should terminate its public meetings. ; and that, infi®ure,a statement of its 
proceedings should be received through the medium of the Annual Report 
ef ae Parent Society. 

‘This departare: from their usual course, the Committee of the London 
Ladies Auxiliary Society feel convinced witl be regarded with approba- 
tion, as tending to advance the financial interests of “the In: stitution, by a- 
voiding the expense conseqnent on a public meeting, whieh the local civeum- 
stances of the Society rendered unnecessary.’ 

In the propriety of the foregoing arrangement your Committee entire- 
ly concur ; and they will now give an Extract from the A-adios’ Report, 
sllustr: ative of the deplorable ignorance in spiritual things, under which the 
children of Jews are too often involved ; ; which shows, in a striking point of 
view, the importance of this Institution. 

“During the last year, a girlol 9 years of age was received under the 
Society’s care ; whose station in life being far above that of the generality 
ef the children, afforded a reasonabie expectation that some acquaintance 
with the form of religion might be possessed : but on being conducted into 
the School-reom, w here her new associates were assembled for Evening 
Prayer; she manifested such an entire ignorance both of the manner and 
object of worship, as to: ap pear quite ainused with the behavior of those 
who were engaged in it : and upon being reproved by one of her compan- 
jons, for not joining in prayer, she in quired with much earnestness, ‘ What 
is prayer ? Another instance of the same deplorable ignorance was dis- 
played in areply to one of the Visitors, by a child just ‘received into the 

elass which she was catechising : On being asked, Who is God ? she answe- 
red,‘ An evil spirit ’? ” 

After makingsome appropriate remarks on the above affecting instances 
of spiritual darkness, the Ladies? Committee observe, “that though in 
gome instances a less striking degree of ignorance may nave existed, yet 
that, with very few exceptions, the Children in the Feinale School, when 
admitted, were as devoid of any knowledge of Ged, avd their owu souls, 
as those who have been narticularized.” 

Your Committee will now lay before you two anecdotes of a more 
pleasing kind ; which wiil exhibit to your view the hopeful change produc- 
edintlie minds of the infant daughters of Israel, in conseyuence of the 
instruction which they receive in your Seminary. 

“ A short time since, a fire having been disc overed in the neighborhood 
of the Schoo!, which threatened to extend itself to their dwelling, instead 
ef giving way to fruitless expressious of terror, the Children immedate- 
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repaired to their Govei ness, and entreated her to unite with them in pray- 
er, that their Savior might be with them to preserve them from the anti- 
cipated danger : even the youngest clung to her, begging her not to discon- 
tinue supplication : as they were convinced the Lord would not suffer them 
to be hurt, if they were sincere in asking his protestion.” 

The Ladies’ Report thus continues : 

“ Your Committee would likewise record a pleasing evidence of the 
sympathy for the necessities of others, which was manifested by these 
Children, on receiving a brief account of the object of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society. given by one of the appointed Visitors of the School : her 
little auditors became so deeply interested inthe cause of the Heathen, as 
to request permission to appropriate all the money of which they were 
possessed, to this end. Nor was this impression transient: the Supscrip- 
tion which wus then commenced, has continued to impart unabated pleasure | 
to the contributors sa small collection having already been received from 
Jewish Children for the promotion of the knowledge of that Savior whoa 
so lately they were taught to blaspheme. ‘ait 

From the Ladies’ Report, some eneouraging mformation is given respect- 
ing the Girls baptized, and placed out in service ; and likewise concerning 
the Asylum. 


THE JEWS. 


The first Anniversary Meeting of the Bristol Auxiliary Society for pro- 
moting Christianity among the Jews, was held on the 3d Oct. pursuant to 
alvertisement, in the Great Reom, Prince’s Street : the Hon. and Right 
Rev. the Lord Bishop of Gloucester, Joint Patron of the Lendon Society, 
in the chair. The meeting was numerously and respectably attended by the 
Clergy and Gentry of this and the neigiibering counties. There were 

resent also, as the Representatives of the Parent Society in London, the 
lev. Messrs. Simeon and D. Wilson, Rev. L. Way, one of the Vice-Pre- 
sidents, and Rev. C. S. Hawtrey, Jvint Secretary and Minister of the 
Episcopal Jews’ Chapel in the metropolis. The cause of the Society was 
aivocated with distinguished ability, and vindicated by many powerful and 
convincing arguments from various objections arising either from a partial, 
defective or erroneous view of the object, principle and proceedings of the 
institution. An explanation was given of some important changes, which 
onthe grounds of past experience liave recently been introduced into the 
econcmy of the Society, particularly respecting the regulations which 
have been adopted for administering temporal relief to sick and distressed 
Jews, and which are stated at length in the Jewish Expositor for Septem- 
ber. ‘The meeting was also gratified by the communication of some high- 
ly interesting intelligence relative to the Jews of the continent : numbers of 
whora are so anxiously desirous of receiving the Christian Scriptures in 
their own language, that repeated and most urgent applications have been 
made to the Committee of the British and Foreign Bible Society by their _ 
azents abroad, to enable them to meet their solicitations, in Hebrew, un- 
dertue auspices of *he London Society. " The Committee have in conses 
quence applied to the London Society for 1000 copies of the four Gos- 
pels, which have already been published under its auspices. The Acts of 
the Aposties are on the point of issuing from the press, and the Epistle to. 
the Romans, and Pirstto the Corintlians, are in a state of considerable 
torwardness ; and tliere is good reason to hope that the cutire Version of 
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the New Testament in pure Biblical Hebrew will be completed and pub- 
lished m the space of anotuer year, ifthe funds requisite to so expensive an 
undertaking can be raised. The Men:bersof the Bristo! Auxiliary Society 
had the satisfaction, at the close of the meeting, of receiving the consent of 
the Prelate, who had kin'ly presided at it to become Patron of the Society. 
When the busmess of the day was concluded, several donations and new 
subscriptions were received, and a co jection of nearly £30. made at the 
doors. Two sermons were preached Sunday morning, in behalf of the 


Society, at St. Mary Redolulf aud Si. Paul's, by the Rev. Messrs. Suneort 
and Way respectively.
